GAMBLERS VICTIM 
CLARES BECK 


Condemned Police Lieutenant Re- 
lates Story He Wanted to 
Tell on Stand.

New York, October 7.—The story 
which Charles Becker, the former po- 
lice lleutenant, convicted of the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal, says he 
wanted to tell on the stand at his 
trial was related in detail today by 
Becker from h.s cell in the Tombs. 
Had he been aliowed to tell the story, 
he claims the verdict of the jury 
would have been different. 

Rose His “Stool Pigeon.” 

Becker talked for two hours. He 
denied that “Bald Jack’ Rose, who 
was the state's chief witness, was his 
“graft collector,” declaring Rose was 
his “stool pigeon,” who furnished ev- 
idence on which he made scores of 
raids. Hie gave an account of his 
finances in an effort, he said, to show 
that he had not hoarded gamblers’ 
tribute. 

Becker said Rose never asked him 
for money for his services. Event- 
ually he learned why, when Rose told 
him thai he and Rosenthal were going 


into gan.bling partnership, Rose re- 
the gratul- 
tous services he had given and ask- 
ing immunity from raids. 


“I said I would not molest the place 


any more than I would any other 
gambling house,” said Becker. "_ 
said I would not make special effort 
to get evidence against Rosenthal un- 
less specifically directed.” 

Later, Becker continued, Rose told 
him that Rosenthal had broken faith 
with him and had won $6,000 from 
him at gambling. Then complaints 
against the resort began to reach 
Commissioner Waldo.

written by Rose or inspired by him.” f 
said Becker, and he declared that this} 
the; 


break between the partners was 
beginning of Rose’s enmity again-t 
Rosenthal—enmity .which led to Ros- 
enthal’s determination to “squeal,” 
ard later to a gambler’s yr ot, the out- 
come of which was the _ killing of 
Rosenthal. 


Becker dented that-Rose, as the lat-! 


ter testified, telephoned him just after 
Rosenthal’s murder to inform him of 
the crime, He said that if he got-an- 
other trial he would take the stand. 

Regarding his finances, he asserted 
he never possessed more than $29,509 
at one time. He explained in detail 
the sources of this money. 

While Becker is awaiting sentence 
of death to be imposed on Wednesday 
Justice Goff, who will announce. the 
ex-lieutenant's fate, is under guard. 
District Attorney Whitman is also un- 
der guard. Becker’s counsel, Mr. Me- 
Intyre, is said to be going about 
armed. The lives of all have been 
threatened, it is reported, and even 
the jury which found Becker guilty 
is said individually to fear attack. 

How Becker Got His Money. 

Becker's $29,500, which he says was 
all he and his wife had when Rosen- 
thal was killed, was accumulated, ac- 
cording to the ex-policeman, today, as 
follows: 

Five thousand dollars from Laura 
Becker, a sister, before she died. 

Fifteen thousand dollars from John 
Finnegan, a friend of his wife. who 
died after giving her this amount. 

Five thousand dollars saved by Mrs. 
Becker. 

Two thousand and five hundred dol- 
lars Mrs. Becker’s father gave her. 

Two thousand dollars Becker himself 
saved. 

“All this money we had saved,” said 
Becker. “It was withdrawn on July 30 
from the banks where we deposited. 
I was arrest- 
ed.”’

BY CIGARETTES 


Incessant Smoking Led Lon 
Fielder to Kill Self, Doc- 
tors Declare. 


Macon, Ga., October 27.— (Special. )— 
Physicians today declare that the in- 
cessant smoking of cigarettes was re- 
sponsible for the suicide of Lon Fielder, 
department manager in Macon for the 
Proctor-Gamble company. 

Fielder shot himself In the head at 
1:30 o'clock this afternoon, and his 
death was instantaneous. 

For weeks Mr. Flelder’s nerves had 
been shattered from the constant use 
of cigarettes, and such was his condi- 
tion that he was unable to attend to 
business. Today he went to the home 
of his father, J. W. Fielder, a wealthy 
planter, living 10 miles from Macon, 
on the Houston road, and after eating 
dinner with his mother and father, 
walked into an adjoining room and 
shot himself. When his mother reaoh- 
ed his side he was dead.

TURKS FORCED TOWARDS SEA 


Movement in Progress Expected to 
Result in the Surrender of 
Turkish Forces. 


London October ee brief Sofia 
dispatch tonight announces what may 
Prove to be the most important move 
of the victorious Bulgarian army so 
far—the capture of Eski-Baba. The 
dispatch describes this town as an 
important position on the main line 
between Adrianople and Constantino- 
ple, but omits to say whether the Bul- 
garions are in possession of the rail!- 
way station. 

If they are astride the railway at 
this point, they have cut the commu- 
nications between Constantinople and 
Saloniki. With 40,000 Turkish troops 
now in Adrianople it had been sup- 
posed the Turkish forces after the fall 
of Kirk-Kilisseh were holding the line 
from Kulcliburgas and to Lulehburgas, 
a short distance east of Eski-Baba. 

Toe Force Turks to Surrender. 

The Bulgarian plan of campaign, ac- 
cording to the well informed corre- 
spondent of The Vienna Reichspost at 
the headquarters of the second Bul- 
garian army, will be the complete de- 
struction of all the Turkish forces 
along the.Maritza river and those re- 
treating across the Erkene river. He 
describes General Dimitrioff’s army as 
advancing on a broad front, the right 
flank along a line from Yenidie toa 
Eski-Baba, the western column to Ha- 
via, with the central column already 
in the vicinity of Kavakli. The east- 
ern wing in forced marches is ef- 
fecting a great turning movement by 
way of Bunarhissar, Visa and Serai, 
towards the road from Lulehburgas tu 
Chorlu.

forces have been dispatched in the di- 
rection of these places and Midia, on 
the coast. 

The intention is to cut the Turkish 
army off. from the capital and force it 
towards the seashore and there com- 
pel it to capitulate. He describes the 
attack on <Adrianople as making ex- 
cellent progress and predicts its suc- 
cessful conclusion within a week. A 
Bulgarian column from the Arda val- 
ley has occupied Salpistalar arm 
Emirli. Another report announces the 
occupation of Peshmakll. 

Turks Take Offensive. 

Nazim Pasha, the Turkish minister 
of war and commander-in-chief, is said 
to have reached Cherlu. A dispatcn 
from Constantinople at midnight 
clares that the army is preparing to 
take the offensive and that the cabi- 
net has decided to prosecute the war 
with the utmost energy and prepare 
for a winter campaign should the 
present operations result unfavorably 
for the Ottoman army. 

There is no indication yet where 
Turks will make a stand. They 
everywhere falling back before the 
victorious allies. They evacuated tho 
town of Istip in Macedonia, without 
resistance although it occupies a 
strong, natural position.

Hogs. 

More than once I have insisted that 
of all the departments of farm indus- 
try the breeding of swine and the pro- 
duction of an abundant home supply 
of Lacon, hams and lard is among the 
most important. Indeed it may be 
repeated that the failure to raise hogs 
is the least excusable failure of the 
farmer. There are several reasons for 
this. (1) Hog meat in one or the other 
of its forms is, neXt to bread, the 
most important of the farmers’ every- 
day food requirements. Not only are 
the farmer ang his family fond of 
nork and bacon, but all laboring men 
cobnsider hog meat as one of the funda- 
mental necessities of life. The fond- 
ness of the negro for “fat meat and 
greens’ is proverbial. Without an 
ample slice or two for each of the 
three meals a day our “brother in 
black” seems to think that he is on 
the brink of starvation. (2) To say 
nothing against beef and milk and 
butter—the products of the cattle de- 
partment—hog products are without 
exception both toothsome, 
and labor-sustaining when properly 
cured and rightly prepared for the 
table. Broiled steak is now among the 
luxuries of life. Indeed, beef, was never 
a favorite article of diet with the 
working man of this country, and the 
farm laborer considers it a “mighty 
poor” substitute for bacon. Breakfast 
bacon boiled to a crisp in lard’is now 
found on the breakfast table even of 
the rich and fashionable, and is con- 
sidered to be almost necessary to a 
<00qg morning meal. Much abuse has 
heen heaped upon hog’s lard by those 
who have axes to grind, but in my 
own opinion properly rendered lard 
frgm cleanly fed hogs is good enough 
for me and practically as wholesome 
any of its rivals. 

(3) I have always believed that hog 
raising and feedin= is of the 
simplest problems that confronts the 
farmer. The hog is the most prolific 
of all domestic food animals. He will 
eat almost any and everything and will 
return more for the food consumed 
than will any animal, and do it quick- 
er. (It should have been stated at the 
outset that the ordinary “razor back” 
of the swamp and range is not the hog 
I am now writing about, but the im- 
proved, well-fed animal.) 

(4) With no pretense 
hausted all that might be said in 
favor of hog raising, I do not desire 
to dodge the commonly given excuse 
for neglecting the business, to wit, 
the dangel of cholera. Does the 
farmer who relies on this excuse ever 
consider that hog cholera is even mote 
prevalent in the great hog raising 
states of: the middle west? 

Yet the western farmer takes the 
and has an occasional visitation 
of the disease, but he doesn't give up. 
The year 1911 has been what may be 
called a hog cholera year, because of 
the rather widespread prevalence of 
the disease and its unusual virulency. 
Yet perhaps not one farm in five has 
been visited by the pestilence. Under 
our stock law (no fence) system it is 
easier to. avold the infection than was 
formerly possible. But since the dis- 
covery of cholera serum and its 
prompt use as a preventive the disease 
has been far more easily controlled 
and its wide spread preevnted. I am

I have before suggested that it is ; 
good policy to have each sow to bring 
two litters a year, one in March and 
one in September—Just six mogths 
apart. The March pigs should be con- 
verted into bacon and hams and lard; 
the September pigs to be sold to the 
butcher for fresh eating at 2 to 4 
months old. By this plan there will 
be no hogs to carry through the 
months of December, January and 
February—the three hardest months 
on swine and most expensive to the 
owner. A pork hog should never see 
a Christmas.
